PROCEEDINGS IN COURT. 


The Story of the Chloroform Murder Going

In the Maxwell trial yesterday afternoon 
Detective Tracy finished his testimony, which 
occupied the greater part of the day. He said 
that Maxwell kept up his French accent until 
he arrived in St. Louis. He left the prisoner 
in charge of the municipal officers in 


San Francisco and started for St. Louis, 
August 11. There were crowds of people at 
every station. The prisoner, he said, was 
willing to to any one, and furnished a 
statement for a 8 which he signed 
‘*Maxweil’’ and ‘‘D’Auguier.’’ A question 
was asked as to whether Maxwell was in- 
formed of the charge against him when ar- 
rested. 

Not until in the Police Court at Auckland, 
was the response. 

Was the prisoner present and represented 
by counsel?’’ 5 

He was. 

Do you know whether there was a present - 
ation of the case?’’ 

The defense @bijected to this, and insisted 
that the witness was incompetent, and only 
the record of the court could prove the pro- 
ceedings. 

At the conclusion of the testimony Tracy, 
who proved himself, by dint of memory, to be 
the Great Igentifier, wus asked to identify the 
prisoner. 

Is the prisoner tere, Hugh Mattram 
Brooks, the man you have been talking 
About?“ 

The little prisoner, with the obliging dis- 
position he has always shown to witnesses, 
stood up. Tracy looked at him and said: 
That's the man. 

DETECTIVE AND DEFENSE. 

Mr. Fauntiecroy took the witness in charge 
and cross-examined him, first as to his busi- 
ness. The witness was unshaken in his state- 
ments, but several sword passes took place 
which interested the spectators. In answer to 
a question as to when he saw the defendant, 
Tracy said the first time he was positive about 
was at Auckland, June 29. 

Do you think you saw him before?“ 

had an idea that I saw him in the corrider 
of the Southern Hotel about April 1.

The description ofthe 
test was purely technical and uninteresting 
to any excepting practical chemists. 
The other lung was distilled i 
a current of steam and Dr. Hoffman’®@ tes 
was used. One other test was used, and all of 
them showed distinctly the presence of chloro- 
forminthe viscera. Traces of reaction for 
alcohol were found in the stomach, but alco- 
hol is generated in the decomposition of the 
human body.

TRYING IT OWN A DOG. 

In one case a Gog was killed by chloroferm 
and after six days, when the body was badly 
decomposed, a test disclosed traces of 
chioroform. In another case the body 
of a dog killed by chioroform was 
boxed up during summer heat for ten days. 
Reaction from chloroform was found. In 
another casé the lungs of a dog killed by 
chloroform were placed in a loosely cov- 
ered jar for fourteen days. Reaction for 
chioroform was found. Experiments were 
made for three weeks and over, and chioro- 
form reaction was obtained. The result of his 
experiments was that decomposition does not 
generate chloroform, and reaction for chloro- 
form can be detected in a body dead as long as 
Preller's when the analysis was made. 

Among the expert’s conclusions were these: 
That chloroform preserved organic matter, 
and therefore the time in which it can be 
detected is lengthened; when chloroform is 
taken into the lungs it is imprisoned there 
and not absorbed, and the afilinity of 
chioroform, proved by test, would tend to 
keep itin the lungs as if bound by the action 
ofthe blood. It requires, according to accu- 
rate calculation based on tests, about forty 
grains of chloroform to produce unconscious- 
ness in aman weighing 150 pounds. 

Could you state the dose required to killa 
man? 

It would be impossible to do 80. Chloro- 
form kills — by various causes and only 
a little more is required to kill than to produce 
anesthesis. 

As to the time of death also he could give 
no definite answer, as it is variable, rapid in 
some cases and slow in others. One minute 
after beginning to inhale is the quickest

Turn are statesmen who advocate an 
indefinite increase of ouralready immense 
pension appropriations as a means of 
making money plenty among the people.

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The history of the war that will be ac- 
cepted by the worid will not be written 
during the present generation. The con- 
tributions now being made to the huge 
stock of printed material relating to the 
great conflict must be ranked as, memoirs 
pour servir, memoranda and material for 
the use of future historians. One of the 
latest contributions of this sort is Senator 
LOGAN’s book entitled The Great Con- 
spiracy.’’ 

LoGan’s characteristics and attributes 
are suchas tomake him conspicuously 
unfit for the office of a historian. For 
such work there is need of reflection, fair - 
ness, dignity, discrimination, sagacity, 
the powerto generalize, and a presiding 
sense of justice. Gen. LOGAN possesses 
none of these. He writesa book as he 
conducts acampaign, and is swayed at 
every turn‘ by prejudice, passion, sec- 
tionalism and partisanship. The 
methods of the stump-speaker pro- 
duce rather farcical results when em- 
ployed in the composition of 
books, and hereis a good illustration of 
the truth. The book is instinct with the 
stamp and savor of political barbecues, 
torchlight processions, campaign clubs 
and street corner oratory. The lurid snort 
of indignation, which the writer can use 
with considerable effect before open-air 
audiences, becomes but a clumsy piece of 
partisan jugglery when transferred to the 
printed page. 

The climax of fury is reached in the last 
chapter. Here the historian foams at the 
mouth, tiptoes under the stress of passion- 
ate excitement and wakes the figurative 
welkin with the tumult of his wrath. He 
writes asif one hand were grasping the 
throat of a Kuklux while the other pro- 
pelled his pen. Spectral bands of Con- 
federate troops pass in review before his 
affrighted vision like wriggling swarms of 
phantom snakes before the eye of a reel- 
ing drunkard. Impending ruin menaces 
the nation’s life, the Confederacy crouches 
for another spring, and the outlook is 
black with the prospect of universal ruin 
and devastation. 

The critics often refer to the ‘‘limita- 
tions“ of writers, but LOGAN seems to be 
all limitations when it comes to author- 
ship. If he has any qualifications for the 
responsible task which he has taken upon 


‘himself they are not manifest in his fin- 


ished work. The writing of such a vol- 
ume is like putting the mask of Momus 
on the muse of history.

Cas. W. BuTTon, Postmaster at Lynch- 
burg, is another one of those unfortunate 
editors whose nominations were rejected 
by the Senate on account of offensive 
articles published in their papers refiect- 
ing on Senators. Mr. Button is the 
editor of the Lynchburg Virginian, and 
before his appointment the Virginian was 
made to sparkle with some very 
lively and chatty paragraphs about 
Senators, the published matter in 
questior being usually personal, 
critical, descriptive and biographical, but 
the style employed had a ruffling tend- 
ency that was well calculated to repel 
votes. 

For instance, Senator LOGAN was men- 
tioned as the ourang-outang of the Sen- 
ate.“ One might offer a flimsy and spe- 
cious defense of such a descriptive phrase 
from a strictly Darwinian or scientific 
standpoint, but the bluntness of the lan- 
guage employed and the evident intent to 
stroke the Senator’s back the wrong way 
are sufficient to constitute a positive of- 
tense. 

Mr. CONGER is called the clown of the 
Senate’’ and Mr. SHERMAN ‘‘a perjured 
scoundrel,” which phrases evidently fail 
to meet the mild requirements of civility 
and good breeding, according to the ethics 
of manners as understood and accepted in 
refined communities.

A Divorce Case in Which Temper and Re- 
ligion Are the Causes of Action.

New YORK, May 22.—Robert P. McBride, a 


wealthy tea merchant living at 960 Fifth ave- 
nue, is being sued for a limited divorce by his 
wife, who accuses him of many acts of cruelty. 
Mrs. McBride is a daughter of Cbarles M. 
Bomeister and was married in January, 1883. 
She says that her husband surrounded 
her with every luxury, gave her thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of diamonds and sup- 


plied her with horses and carriages and 
everything money could buy, but she soon 
discovered that he hag an ungovernable tem- 
per, and says that wh he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor he seemed to exert every effort 
to make her life unbearable. She says she 
was struck by him several times, and once he 
pointed a pistol at her and warned her that he 
might kill her some day, wong Met this 
threat with the information that he had once 
shot at his sister while in a fit of passion, 
but had missed her. A motion was made in 
her behalf yesterdav in Supreme Court cham- 

bers before Judge Donohue to obtain alimony 
for herself and her infant child and counsel 
fees until her suit has been determined. Her 
attorney said that Mr. McBride, besides own- 
ing the wholesale tea business at No. 79 Water 
street, carried on, under the name of the 
Union Pacific Tea’ Company, retail tea and 
coffee stores, from each of which he derives 
an average income of $1,000 a ear, 
making his annual income over $100,000. 
The attorney for Mr. McBride denied 
the allegations of cruelt and claimed 
that he bed been deserted by his wife, 
who was induced to leave him by her father, 
whom be spoke of as a man  with- 
out religion. Mr. McBride opposes the 
question of alimony b stating that his 
wife’s fatherisaman ofmeans and engaged 
in business as a wine importer, and is abund- 
antly able to support his daughter during the 
litigation. He denies that his income would 
be over $100,000 this year and says it will prob- 
ably be $30,000, though he has made far more 
in former years. An affidavit from Mr. Me- 
Bride’s sister, Mrs. Tully of Orange, N.J., 

denies the story of the shooting in a moment 
of anger and says it was entirely accidental. 

In reply tojthis, Mrs. McBride’s legal repre- 
sentative said that Mr. Bomeister was nota 
man without religion, Dut that he had tre- 
quently heid animated religious discussions 
with McBride, who was a strict North 
of Ireland Presbyterian.’’ He said that Mr. 
Bomeister never induced his daughter to leave 
her husband, but, on the contrary, when the 
couple were last living together it was at Mr. 

Bomeister’s residence in the Navarro flats, 
and that the desertion was on McBride’s part. 

The attorney said that as there was a dispute 
in the facts the case should be tried beforea 
jury, but this was opposed by the other side, 
who desired to go before a referee. Judge

| WARRANTS ISSUED FOR FOUR WAVERS OF 


THE RED FLAG. 


The Statute Under Which the Arrests Will Be 
Made—Determination on the Part of the 
Police to Prevent Their Meetings. 


The first decisive step in the way of punish- 
ing the anarchists was taken to-day, when 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes issued 
a warrant against four of them, on infor- 
mation sworn to by a police officer. 
He Was applied to some days ago for a war- 
rant, but refused to issue one unless he were 
furnished with three or more names, or posi- 
tive information that there were at least three 


poses in the assembly by whom the alleged 
reach of the law was committed. r. 
Dierkes reason for this was that the statute 
under which the charge is brought states 
that an uniawful assembly must be 
composed of three or more persons. 
The police furnisbed four names to day and 
the warrant was issued. It is against F. H. 
Bergemann, Martin Frank, Otto Fricke 
and Gottlieb Joborossky. The un- 
lawful: assembly was the meeting 
held at North St. Louis Turner Hail 
a couple of Sundays ago, at which resolutions 
indorsing the action of the Chicago Socialists 
were adopted. Bergemann is charged with 
offering the resolution. 
THE STATUTE 

under which the charge is brought 
makes the offense only a misdemeanor, 
for which a year in the jail or work- house is the 
maximum punishment. Mr. Dierkes thinks 
there isa 89 case agalnst the men as the 
assembly at which they were was clearly an 
unlawful one in the meaning of the statute, 
which is as follows: 

If three or more persons shall assemble together

THE PLANING MILL MEN. 


No Change in Their Attitude—A Reply to the 
Molders—Labor Notes. 


The striking planing-mill men held a two- 
hours’ meeting this morning at the St. Louis 
Hall, Broadway and Biddle streets. 
There are no new developments in 
the strike. The mills throughout the 
city continue operating, with very limited 
forces. They claim to be paying a better 
scale of prices than any planing mill center 
in the country, and for this reason expect to 
draw help very rapidly from other cities. 
In fact they say that new men are now coming 
in and making application for work. On the 
other hand the strikers stand on the ground 
that it is impossible for the mill owners to get 
new men. 

Up to noon to-day the Executive Committee 
of the strikers had received no response from 
any direction totheir paper asking a confer- 
ence with the proprietors of the various mills.

Photographs of the prisoner Maxwell, seen 
im full front view, or a view of the original as 
he sits in the court-room with his attornevs, 
seen from some little distance, presents a 
face In no way remarkable except for its ap- 
parent meekness of expression. Some of this 
is lost upon a closer inspection; the face be- 
comes more irregular and there is seen about 
itan unusual something that impresses the 
spectator, perhaps, unfavorably. One moment 
it seems to be the abrupt perpendicularity of 
the forehead; again, the impulsive, yet glassy 
stare of the eyes, and while the atte ntion is yet 
upon that portion of the face a moistening of 
the lips and a constrained closing of the 
mouth will transfer the apparent objection to 
the lower section of the countenance.

in ite drawing is intensified when it is seen in 
profile, and that feeling becomes a conviction 


when the profile of the face is taken in con- 
nection with that of the head. The opinion is 
gathered from no fine analytical consideration 
of the subject. The irregularity is too pro- 
nounced, too aggressive almost to need any 
but a passing glance. The objection- 
able characteristics obtrude themselves. 
They were materially emphasized when 
on the second day of his trial the 
prisoner’s beard was trimmed, showing more 
clearly the shape of the lower portion of the 
face.

understanding. Upright foreheads are often 
seen on men of great ability and thought, but 
their shape is due to a development of the 
contemplative and refiective faculties, the 
organ of comparison in the upper portion 
of the forehead, while in Maxwell the same 
effect is produced by an entire absence or 
want of strength in the perceptive faculties 
located at the lower section of the forehead. 
The truth of this is seen by a glance at the 
first cut, in which the facial line as shown by 
the dots drawn from the forehead down falls 
far inside the outline ofthe lower face. The 
nose is by far the best feature, but it is marred 
by the peculiar character of the indention or 
stop where it attaches to the forehead. The 
nostril is one that would be rated good in a good 
face, but in the present connection its advan- 
tages are modified by the very pertinent 
and applicable criticism of Lavater, who says 
of it: The open, breathing nostril is a cer- 
tain sign of sensibility, which may easily de- 
generate into sensuality.’’ 
THE MOUTH 
is a weaker feature than the forehead. The 
upper lip is short and fails to cover the teeth, 
indicating a love of praise. The lips are closed 
with dificulty, and are unusually full, waver- 
ing and flabby. Of the mouth, that master 
student of human nature previously 
quoted, says: Firm lips, firm charac. 
Ser; weak lips and quick motion, 
weak and wavering character.. The 
lower lip, which is full and sensual,always red 
and feverish, sets out beyond the upper one 
in a manner known as underahot when applied 
to animals. The lower teeth would also out 
lap the upper ones if the latter set were 
straight in their growth, but they are long, in- 
clined forward and rather regt upon 
those of the under jaw.

AN OLD RASCAL. 


A Prominent Business Man of New York 
City Convicted of Abduction. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcs. 

New YORK, May 22.—John C. Stott, resident 
buyer for out oftown dry goods houses, was 
tried yesterday in the general sessions, before 
Recorder Smythe, upon the charge of abduct- 
ing Hulda Wissler, aged 14, of 130 East Houston 
street, on April 23. Mrs. Wissler, Hulda’s 
mother testified that she was first informed as 
to what was responsible for Hulda’s disap- 


pearance by finding a letter from Stott in the 
pocket of a dress that Hulda had worn before 
she quitted home. Guided by this letter she 
went to the Essex Market Police Court and 
asked Judge Gorman to send a summons to 
Stott’s office, at 485 Broadway. He then pro- 
Gaced Hulda in court. Hulda testified that 
she first saw Stott infrontof her home at 
about 8:30 on the evening of April 19. She was 
crying because she was afraid to go up-stairs 
lest her mother would chastise her. She had 
pretended to be at work all ofthe precedin 
week, and had told her mother that she ha 
earned . o by making neckties, but instead she 
spent the week, asshe had done before, with 
Kitty Campbell, who lived in the same house, 
and who uented a neighboring saloon.

IT WAS LOADED. 


A Foolish Woman Accidentally Shot by One 
of Her Servants. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

New YorK, May 22.— Mrs. Agnes Becker of 
82 Elder street, Brooklyn, the wife of a 
traveling salesman for a Leonard street notion 
house, is only 28 years old, but she has five 
young children. She engaged Mary Barrett, a 
pretty emigrant girl, as a servant six months 
ago. Ellen Donahue, Mary's cousin, came 
from Ireland three days ago. Mrs. Becker 


consented to give her a home until she found 
employment. At 3 o'clock Pe after · 
noon Mrs. Becker went up on the third floor 
to help Mary and her cousin clean house. 
She took a box, in which were two 
revolvers, from a closet in the hail, and 
uncovered it in M ' presence. Those are 
Pistols, said she, laying the box on the cen- 
ter table. This one is loaded and might kill 
some one if the trigger should be pulled. I 
keep it for protection when my husband is 
away.’’ 

Mary and her cousin knew nothing about 
pistols and did not care about handling them. 

Jam afraid of those things, said Mary. 
Do put them away. 

„Oh, this one is not loaded,“ said Mrs. 
Becker, taking from the box the other pistol, 
a four-chambered British bulldog of thirty- 
two caliber, with short barrels, ‘‘I’llshow you 
how to shoot it. Mrs. Becker, Mary says, 
snapped the trigger once, and then handed it 
to ane told ber to 4 it. 
Mary says. she was afraid of the 
istol and reluctant to take it in her hand, but 
er mistress said: It's not loaded. Snap it 
once. Mary pulled the ogee nervously, 
with the muzzle pointed at the floor, and felt 
more confident when she found there was no 
explosion. 

Try it again, either Mrs. Becker or Ellen 
Donahue exclaimed. This time Mary, who 
was now quite bold, held the revolver on a line 
with her shoulder, and pointed it directly at 
Mrs. Becker, who stood about five 
feet away from her. She touched the 
trigger and a. loud report followed. 
Then came a shriek from Mrs. Becker, who 

ut both hands to her throat and fell. Dr. F. 
Z. Winter found that the bullet had struck her 
in the neck and had passed through her wind- 
pipe. Althongh the wound was not necessa- 
Tily fatal, Coroner Hesse took her ante-mor- 
tem statement, in which she corroborated 
g story and cleared her of all responsi- 
bility for the accident. Mrs. Becker's condi- 
tion was serious last night, and Mary and her 
cousin, who were detained by Capt. Dunne at 
the Fourth Precinct Police Statiou, wept bit- 
terl — night and wished they had never seen 
a pistol.

REVOLVER AND RAZOR. 


Two Colored Murders Prompted by Jealousy 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Alfred Blunt, a negro hunchback, murdered 
his wife, Mary, in a most fiendish manner 
yesterday afternoon at their dwelling, on Sev- 
enth and Koehn avenue, in Carondelet. For 
some time past the pair bad frequent quarrels, 
because of Blunt’s suspicions that his wife 
was giving her affections to other men. He beat 
her most severely last Monday for her conduct 
and she left the house and went to live with 


another man on Fourteenth and Lucas avenue. 
Yesterday Blunt went out to the house where 
his wife was staying and demanded that she 
come back home. She said she would go back 
and get her clothes, but would not remain. 
The two then boarded a street car, and 
when they were passing the police 
station in Oarondelet, and having 
left the car, the woman went 
in and requested the Sergeant to allow an of- 
ficer to go with her. The request was refused 
and the woman then walked home with her 
irate husband alone. When the house was 
reached the quarrel between them was re- 
newed because of the woman’s persistence in 
wishing to leave again when she had gathered 
up her clothes. Blunt remonstrated with 
her, begged her to remain, and when 
he saw that she was determined to go, drewa 
razorand slashed her across the neck. He 
followed this up by cutting a gash extending 
from her left ear to her chin. She ran towards 
the rear yard, but fell on the steps, and the 
hunchback having procured amatchet, struck 
her on the head with it, and told 
her to get and 0 to her 
own home to die. he dying 
woman N. to her feet and tottered out 
ot the yard, but before she had gone a hundred 
yee fell from weakness, caused by loss of 

lood, and soon expired. After having com- 

leted the butchery, Blunt attempted to cut 
his own throat with the razor, but his nerves 
failed him, and after having inflicted 
only a slight seratch on his neck 
he threw the razor in the well, and, going to 
the Carondelet Police Station informed the 
Sergeant in charge of what he had done. He 
was placed in a cell and the body sent to the 
Morgue. Blunt i831 years of age and a laborer. 
His wife, who was a rather good-looking mu- 
latto, was only 25 years ot age. They had two 
children, both girls. Blunt claims that his 
wife first drew the razor on him. 

THE CHRISTY AVENUE KILLING.

When he finally succeeded 
in locating her yesterday aiternoon he up- 
braided her severely for her conduct, and she 
becoming ineensed at his way of speaking told 
him plainly that she would not live with him

any said Alexander, and 
drawing a revolver he fired a bullet straight 
into her heart. 

She fell dead without a word. Alexander 
ran out of the yard and started up the alley. 
The shot attracted a large crowd, and every 
one joined inthe chase after the murderer. 
He was finally captured on Sixth and Morgan 
by Officer Regan, and locked up at Seventh 
and Oarr. He declined to make any statement 
after being locked up, and claimed he did not 
know what he had done.
